CHANGES IN SELLING RACE PRACTICES. 

Pimlico Method of Distributing Runup Money 
May Be Adopted.

New York. Xovember 19. — There is every reason 
to believe some clianges will be made in selling 
race condituHis on the eastern tracks the coming 
season. A\*hile it maj' not be a general ruling from 
the Jockey Club, the subject will certainly l»e dis- 
cussed. and if plausible changes for the lietter are 
offered, it is proliable they will be adoptci!. The 
fact that the l*imlico management adiied all surpiils 
runup money to races of the future lias struck 
a iHifiular chord among borst'men, who boi>e there 
ma.v lie a general adoption of the Pimlico method. 

:Since the mutnels have been in operation the 
profits of the associations have lncrease<l cousider- 
abl 3 ' and to such an extent that runup money there 
day's is but an incident. IMmlico made no change 
in the rules governing selling races, but merely 
donated its share of the surplus to horsemen. Tlie 
action caused favorable comment all akuig the line. 
Pimlico w'Hs in a iHisitiou to be generous, as it has 
a clear title to everything abiiut the place, with no 
indclitedness and g<N)d profits. Some of the other 
institutions in Marylaial are not yet free. Lanrel 
and Havre de Grace have just about cleared up 
everything in the way' of debts and made a profit 
this year. Bowie is still undt'r obligations, conse- 
quentl.v little c.m be cxi>ect«*fl from that association 
until it ia well established. But it w'ill not lie at all 
surprising to sei* the ass<H‘iatiou’s sharir of the runup 
money iu the fntiire at I^anrel and Havre de <lra(*e 
returned to ow'ners ihrmigh the same channels as at 
Pimlico. 

It is not proh.nhle there will be aii.v decided change 
from past practices by the associations berealioiits, 
not iKfause they are oppos<*d to such a thing. Imt 
liecause the results from gate receipts uinm which 
all have to depend, do not warrant it just at pres- 
ent. Racing is just being liuilt up in this locality 
from a never-to-be-forg<»tten wreckage, and while 
<*ach year there has been an improvement, it has 
lieen an uphill task to gather even a small return 
for money' invested. I^ast season at Belmont I*ark 
all purses were iiK*reas<Hl w'hen the gate receipts 
amounted to a certain siini. This w'as appreciated, 
and next year there is every reason to believe some 
little additkms will lie made to purses. Again it 
may be Mr. Belmont will favorably consider the 
return of sandiis runup money to horsemim. Time 
may' make many changes, especially as the outlook 
for racing is so promising. 

One thing is certain, it is not likely the Havana 
method w'lll be adopted for the distribution of sur- 
plus runup nione.v. According to the Brown rule, 
seventy -five per cent* <»f the surplus wiH bo cqnaHy 
divided among the owners of horses represented in 
the race in w'hich the runup oc'curs. Tlie remaining 
twenty-five per cent, will go to the second horse. 
The rule does not lo<dc bad at first glance, hot upon 
supposition and possUnlities it has bad qualities. In 
the first idace, it could encourage men sending 
horses to the iiost in every selling race for the ex- 
press puriiose of getting a share of any runup 
money'. To get this siiarc some inresponsihle person 
might be employed toy one or two of the unprincipled 
ow'ners to boost ail winners of races in w'hicli they 
had starters. The runup wonki only need to be 
sufficient to take away part of the purse or just 
enough to warrant the ow'ner retaining the horse. 
It wonld he possible for a person w'fth a string of 
Ijoor horses to pick off $50 w more each day with 
little exfieuse by having some outsider boost the 
winner of a selling rac«*. If the rule were amended 
so as to confine the bidding to owners who had 
horses iu the race it would do much to eliminate 
any sharp practice that might arise. By such a 
rule there wonld he a much greater ofiportunity 
for retaliation than if anyone were iiermitted to bid 
on hwses. A clique of iMirseineii could almost break 
up a race meeting iin<l(*r the rule as it stands. 
They <*onld make it so annoying that it would not 
be worth while to win races if the purses or part 
of them were ctmtinnously taken away. Of course. 
Mr. Brown <Hild quickly take note of such a thing 
and would, no doubt, take his cinh to the offenders 
and drum them off the track, bur the rule would 
remain just the same unless revlscil. Mr. Brown 
means well by the rule, and it may pan out all 
right, but as it stamls it has loopliblcs for profit- 
aide trickery w'bicli could be taken advantage of by 
unscrupulous iMirsemeii. of whicli there are Mime, 
it is to be deplored, though it is pleasing to state 
they' are dei-ideilly in the minority.

SOME CANADIAN TURF LEGISLATION. 

Toronto, Ont.. Xovemlier 19. — At a recent iir ct- 
ing of the t'aiiadiau Ka<*ing As«H*tatioiis considerable 
im|s»rtant business was transacteil. 

W P Frswer of T.TTonto was appointed 
to represent tiie Canadian Racing Assm'iatious at a 
meeting to be h^d tn New York the current month, 
at which August Belmont will rroresent the Jo<*kcy 
Clnb and former United States Senator Johnson X. 
Camden the Kentucky State Racing Commission. A 
proposal to restrict the early racing of two-year-olds 
and other subjects will be cOTsidered. 

Several amendment to the Canadian rules of rac- 
ing were made. One provides that only ttvo ov»»r- 
Dight races for a distance of less than one mile, 
for horses three years old and over, shall be given 
on any race day. 

Another provides that an a|>prenti«^ shall be en- 
titled to a five-pounds aUowan<*e up to and including 
his fifteenth winning mount, after which be shall 
be entitled to claim the allowance only when riding 
for his contract employer. An apprentice shall be 
entitled to bis allowance for one year (or 365 days) 
after riding a winner for the first time in an open 
race. Riding a winner in a race given for maiden 
Jockeys shall not count. 

It was also decided that all >-*ckey clubs or racing 
as.*<o4‘iations must include in their programs each 
da.v one selling race in which there shall not be any 
apprentice allowance. 

The term “Canadian-bred” was defined as meaning 
a horse foaled in Canada.
